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To recount the incidents that occurred 
in the zealous efforts of Charles K. 
Harris to reach the goal he has now at- 
tained—that ambition to become one of 
the important factors in the domain of 
music publishing—should verily make 
an interesting recital. 

To undertake the publication of sheet 
music is like tempting fate. It is a gam- 
bler’s game. Pessimistic persons may 
exclaim with some degree of vehemence 
that any business is a gambler’s chance, 
more or less. Their contention shall be 
granted, on the condition that we be 
permitted to add the statement that in 
other fields of endeavor one is less 
liable to incur losses and more certain 
of success than when one sets sail in the 
sea of music publishing to reach for 
fame and fortune. 

When one realizes that out of the vast 
number cf songs published, the list of 
“hits” dwindles down to a mere drop in 
the bucket in comparison, there can be 
no further argument as to the perilous 
work which Charles K. Harris chose as 
his vocation. Still, to use a popular ex- 
pression, he “made good.” Few publish- 
ers can point to a list of “big sellers” 
longer than Charles K. Hairis can boast 
of. And to his credit, it must be added, 
did he attain the position he now holds 
only after he had racked his fertile 
brain and evolved the most productive 
schemes ; then putting those schemes into 
effect and persisting with untiring energy 
until his ambiton was realized. 

Charles K. Harris was born in Pough- 
keepsie, N. Y., on May 1, 1865. At the 
age of twelve he composed his first song. 
In his early age he manifested remark- 
able musical ability. He could play al- 
most any musical instrument. This tal- 
ent aided him in the composition of 
songs for special occasions. 

Gradually he drifted into professior*! 
song writing, and would compose songs 
to order for $10 and $20 each for all 
Sorts of professional people, from the 
highest to the lowest. But those days 
have passed. With their passing Mr. 

arris’ ability was recognized, until now 
he is able to sell his songs and almost 
estimate their sale even before they are 
wrtten, because his name has become 
So closely identified with songs of a 
home-like and simple story character that 
the public buys a piece of music, with 
Charles K. Harris as author, often for 
» other reason than that of the author’s 

ame, 

llis first two songs which were writ- 
ten for Peter Baker, Creep, Baby, Creep, 
and Can Hearts So Soon Forget, were 
| ted with A. A. Fischer, a publisher in 
‘'lwaukee, in which city Mr. Harris has 
‘sen up his abode. One thousand copies 
©! each were sold, and at that time (in 
1591) this was counted a large sale. His 
next number, Hello Central, Hello, was 


sung by Charles Horwitz, and about three

ee ballad. Two more numbers, 
umming Baby to Sleep and I Wonder, 
were placed with S. Brainerd & Sons, 
Chicago. About one thousand five hun- 
dred copies were sold of each, and Mr. 
Harris was spoken of as one rising rapid- 
ly as a writer. 

But what really started the popular 
song on its meteoric career were After 
the Ball and Kiss and Let’s Make Up. 
In these numbers Mr. Harris gave the 
music-loving public a complete story, 
combined with good and catchy music. 
Since then the idea has been steadily 
growing. At that time the songs in 
vogue were founded on stories of sea 
and so-called high-class ballads of the 


For the reason that singers considered 
it of extreme length, After the Ball lay 
upon the shelf for over a year. The 
number contains three long verses, tells 
a complete story, and is, in reality, a con- 
densed drama. After a great aeal of 
hustling, hard work and persistent effort, 
a copy of it reached Miss May Irwin, 
and, being introduced by her on Broad- 
way, created a sensation. It was Charles 
K. Harris’ first real, great hit. 

In Milwaukee it was introduced by J. 
Aldrich Libbey (Libbey and Trayer) in 
Hoyt’s A Trip to Chinatown Company, 
and on the Coast by Richard Jose, the 
tenor, while Helen Mora sang it in the 


Mr. Harris says that the number was 
the first popular song educator. He fol- 
lowed it with Kiss and Let’s Make Up, 
another song story, which also scored 
heavily. Still the old-time publishers 
continued to frown upon the popular 
songs, calling them trash, and insisting 
that there would be no demand for such 
rubbish when After the Ball died out. 
In that belief they were wrong, but Kiss 
and Let’s Make Up proved that the pub- 
lic wanted a song with a story—a story 
with a moral. 

The difficulty of obtaining new topics 
for songs next confronted the writer. It 
was claimed that. there would not be 
topics enough which would prove ac- 
ceptable, but the fertile brain of Mr. 
Harris suggested that current events of 
that day would make fitting subjects. He 
experimented with this idea. Being an 
inveterate theatre-goer, he received many 
suggestions from the stage. For exam- 
ple, about 1896, such plays as The Second 
; Mrs. Tanqueray and The Crust of So- 
ciety were in vogue. Upon ideas from 
these plays, Mr. Harris wrote Cast Aside, 
Fallen by the Wayside and There'll 
Come a Time Some Day. The public 
snapped at them. Over 300,000 copies 
were printed of each of these songs, 
amounting to almost one million copies. 
Then came an area of society dramas, 
such as Belasco’s The Charity Ball and 
The Wife. Mr. Harris wrote and pub- 
lished at that time, While the Dance 
Goes On, Hearts, You'll Never Know and 
Can Hearts So Soon Forget, which sold 
enormously. 

Despite these successes, the old fogy 
publishers and the music trade buyers 
were still skeptical, and would only pur- 
chase in quantities to fill absolute orders. 
They would not advertise Mr. Harris’ 
songs nor announce them in their cata- 
logues or advertisements, leaving it en- 
tirely to the composer to create a de- 
mand for his compositions. 

During the J. K. Emmet, W. J. Scanlon 
and Gus Williams epoch, Mr. Harris 
wrote Humming Baby to Sleep, Creep, 
Baby, Creep and School Bells, differing 
entirely from those heretofore mention- 
ed. Then came Bronson Howard's Shen- 
andoah, Gillette’s Held by the Enemy, 
Secret Service, etc. showing military 
dramas to be the vogue. Mr. Harris 
composed two soldier songs, Just Tel? 
Her That I Loved Her Too and Break 
the News to Mother, both proving enor- 
mous hits, and putting the popular song 
a notch higher in the estimation of both 
the music trade and the music-loving 
public. . 

At the time when Zangwill’s Children 
of the Ghetto and Jacob Litt’s produc- 
tions of the Ghetto and Zora were staged, 
Mr. Harris wrote the song story, A 
Rabbi’s Daughter, which also had a large 
sale. Contemporaneously with the pas- 
toral dramas like Way Down East, Shore

It is a most fascinating line of 
work for the intelligent girl, a constant stimulus 
to her mind, as there is always something new to 
learn and to try; never the drudgery of continued 
routine work, as each year brings, generally, a 
new style of part, new people to observe and 
study, and sometimes one is lucky enough even 
to have a great master like David Belasco to 
direct and develop one. 

The stave cannot help being of educational 
value from every standpoint. Think how the 
association with the brilliant minds with which 
she comes in contact must broaden a girl, as doe« 
traveling about the country, meeting probably the 


| cleverest people in the different communities she 


visits. From such travel she must learn some- 
thing of the history, beauties and specialties of 
those cities. 

The stage work itself develops a young wom- 
an in poise and breadth of character. Studying 
the different stage characters makes her tolerant, 
kind and understanding in her outlook on the 
world. Of course the girl just starting must be 
backed by great faith in her own ability and in 
her ultimate success, because to everyone comes 
disappointments and for the sensitive, retiring 
child each disappointment and setback is a heart- 
break and soon her enthusiastic, ambitious spirit 
is quenched, and she gives up the fight. But 
everything that is worth having is worth fighting 
for, isn’t it? And certainly it is satisfying when 
you have held on and struggled to reach a part 
that you love, and what a pleasure it is then to 
go to work every day knowing that at certain 
moments you are going to amuse hundreds of pew- 
ple and to feel their sympathetic interest in the 
troubles or pleasures of the character you are 
playing.

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Chestnut Hill Ss 
Park Sold 


Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 20 (Special to The 
Billboard).—Chestnut Hill Park, recently known 
ag ‘“‘White City,’’ the popular outdoor amuse- 
ment resort of Philadelphia, located in the beau- 
tiful White Marsh Valley near the fashionable 
Chestnut Hill suburb, bas been sold to a syndi- 
cate composed of a number of millionaire resi- 
dents of Chestnut Hill, for a consideration not 
discl The park comprises about 25 acres, 
and was first opened to the public as an amuse- 
ment resort in the spring of 1898. 

In the fourteen years of the park’s existence 
about a half-million dollars have been spent 
on improvements, such as first-class amuse- 
ments, restaurant buildings, picnic pavilions, 
convention halls and buildings usually found at 
such resorts, the highest-class of architecture 
being always followed. 

Scores of Sunday-schools, societies, lodges, so- 
cial clubs, family reunions, farmers’ associa- 
tions, etc., made the park their annual picaic 
location. Several large conventions were already 
booked for the season of 1912 and the outlook 
for business wag at its brightest. But as the 
park became more popular each year, its 
grounds became more valuable because wealthy 
citizens of Philadelphia constantly built more 
mansions in its immediate neighborhood. 

A syndicate was finally formed, which, after 
repeated efforts, succeeded in purchasing the 
premises for subdivision and development. The 
park was owned by a corporation composed of 
Chester E. Albright, Arnold Aiman, H. B. Aueby 
and several others, and this corporation will im- 
mediately commence to remove their many build- 
ings and amusements (with the exception of 
the large Casino building, which is included 
in the sale) from the premises. The buildings 
will be either demolished or sold as they stand. 
all the personal property, including the amuse- 
ments, of which there is a very lengthy list, 
will be put on the market for immediate sale 
at greatly reduced prices.

Fennessy, The Columbia Amusement Company, Empire Circuit, 
Various Railway Companies and Officials 


cago, Feb, 20 (Special to The Billboard). 
_the Federal Grand Jury today returned four 
indictments for alleged rebating, the defendants 
being three railroad companies, two theatrical 
concerns and four individuals. 

Two of the men indicted were nee K. 
Hynicka of Cincinnati, director of the Colum- 
bia Theatrical Amusement Company, who war 
named in three indictments, and James E. Fen- 
nessy of Cincinnati, director and secretary of 
the Empire Circuit Company, 

The Columbia Amusement Company of New 
York, and the Heuck’s Opera House Company 
and the Empire Circuit Company of Cincinnati, 
were also indicted. 

Harry J. Rhein of Cincinnati, re pas- 
senger agent of the C. C. C, & St. L., and Wil- 
Mam Underwood, assistant general passenger 
agent of the Michigan Central Railroad, were 
the other individuals, and the Cleveland, Cin- 
cinnati, Chicago & St. Louls Railway Company, 
the Michigan Central and the Lake Shore aud 
Michigan Southern the railroads indicted. 

were four indictments of five counts 


each. 

The indictments charge that the carriers and 
individuals named entered into a scheme to re- 
bate to the parties and amusement companies 
operating burlesque shows 25 per cent of the 
railroad fares paid for transportation of the 
burleseue companies under the guise of ex- 
eessive rates to be paid for advertising in cer- 
tain theatrical programmes in various cities. 

The first indictment names Hynicka, Rbein, 
The Columbia Amusement Company and the 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago & St. Louls Rail- 
wavy Company, and alleges conspiracy to pay 
refunds or rebates on the transportation of the 
following show companies: Bowery Burlesquers, 
Gay Masqueraders, Trocaderos, Marathon Girls 
and Irwin's Majestics. 4

wood, The Columbia Amusement Company and 
the Michigan Central Railroad Company, on

APOLLO THEATRE CLOSES.

NEW TALKING PICTURE MACHINE. 


New York, Feb. 24 (Special to The Billboard). 
—On Tuesday evening, February 27, there is to 
be exhibited in this city a new talking picture 
machine which is said to surpass avything of 
this kind now on the market or even tried out. 
The machine was invented by Dr. Kitzee and is 
owned by the Cort-Kitzee Company, the mem- 
bers of which are Dr. Kitzee and Mr. John Cort, 
the well-known theatrical man. 

The demonstration is to be given at the 
Leslie Rooms on 83d Street and Broadway and 
will be attended by many theatrical men of 
New York, who are interested in motion pie- 
tures. William Fox is one of the vaudeville 
men interested in the machine and who will 
have a representative at the exhibition Tuesday 
night. 

The machine consists of two separate ones, 
a camera and a graphaphone, which are made 
to synchronize by means of an electric current 
and are operated simultaneously as the picture 
is taken. The graphaphone and a projection 
machmine are then coupled together in the same 
manner and are so adjusted as to harmonize 
exactly by means of the electric current. 


First Army and 
Navy Films 


The first films ever made of the U. S. Army 
and Navy at close range are soon to be released 
by the New York Film Company of New York 
City. The pictures were taken last summer by. 
an European concern, which secured permission 
to photograph drills and events a: West Point, 
Annapol's and Brooklyn Navy Yard. 

The films are in three reels, and com prise 
some of the most interesting scenes ever se- 
cured outside of straight dramati productions, 
All the scenes are full of ac-ivity and except 
for a few beautiful panoramic views of the 
Hudson, taken from the cliffs of West Point, 
there are no dead scenes in the large collection 
which goes to make up the three reels, 

The first reel is abou: equally divided be- 
twen cavalry and infantry drills at West 
Point, and land and water drills at Annapolis,

The second reel is comprised of views of the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard, and shows sights which 
are startling in their vastness and intrieacy.

If you don’t believe it, go 
to the Columbia any time at. all, and be 
convinced. Some shows. are weaker and poorer 
than others, but they are all good, and, of all

there has not been a single one that was not 
worth the price of admission, and a big money 
winner on the week. the same could be 
stated with equal truth abort an equal num 
ber of Broadway musical shows, this present 
season would net now be taking its place as 
the most gloomy and disastrous on record.

me and spoke. telling me he didn’t know what 
to make.of it—that the manager at the door 


stopped him, and when he went to the box office | 


to see the house manager about ge‘ting passed 
in he was refused. and this he said was the 
first time he had had to pay his way in, Now, I 
would like to know if that is a square deal for 
the owner of the show and the owner of the 
house, to let people pass in free just because 
they carry a theatrical paper credential, which 
is their only stock in trade and which they got 
for little or nothing, 

My curiosity being aroused. I went into the 
box office and spoke to the manager about the 
matter, and by way of explanation he handed 
me the late copy of The Billboard with the de- 
nouncement of the abused privileges of corre- 
spondents, and he sald: “That is the very 
thing I have been waiting for, but realizing 
the abuse I might be subjected to, I feared to 
refuse him ine privilege.

THE CIRCUS, ALBEIT OLD, IS EVER NEW. 
By Sam J. Banks, Circus Agent, 


It has been said that “Joy has no Single 
abode, that it visits the mechanic at his work, 
the shop girl at her grind, and mingles with the 
labors of the factory and the home.’’ All of 
which is quite true. But it is found in the 
greatest abundance, for the greatest number, 
in the big American circus. 

The circus is the greatest joy-maker in all 
the world. Everything pertaining to the tent 
show is conducive to joy and happiness—to old 
and young alike. Yes, everything, from the 
many-colored pictures which are put up by the 
billposters several weeks before the circus 
comes to town, until the show is all over and 
loaded in its own train and on the way to the 
next stand, several miles distant. There is an 
indefinable something, about everything in con- 
nection with the white tops, which causes young 
and old, rich and poor, to throw aside the ser- 
jous cares of life, ignore caste barriers and min- 
gle in common, 

In view of the age of the circus, one would 
naturally think the public would become tired 
of it. You all know the old phrase, ‘“‘To see 
one circus is to see them all.”’ In a certain 
sense that is true—the circus tents look the 
same as they did scores of years ago; the 
clown and ringmaster have not changed in ap- 
pearance; the sawdust smells as it always did; 
the red lemonade and candy are just as con- 
spicuous as of yore; the elephant is the iden- 
tical mountain of flesh, bone and ivory he has 
ever been and the leopard has not changed his 
spots. But the phrase, ‘‘To see one circus ix 
to see them all,"’ can not possibly apply to the 
large twentieth century show, 

Not only in the original circus features—the 
aerial, equestrian, acrobatic, clown and trained 
animal acts—hbas there been a mighty advance- 
ment since the days of Dan Rice; but other 
acts, of which the joneer manager never 
dreamed, (any more an Benjamin Franklin 
dreamed of the modern development of elec- 
tricity and the printing press, or the Colonial 
builders dreamed of forty-five and fifty-story 
sky piércers) have been born and baptized with 
circusdom’s nomenclature even within the space 
of eight years. The introduction of such acts 
as the modern death tempting thrillers has 
greatly widened the character and scope of the 
modern circus. 

Thus it is, that the circus, although old, is 
ever new. 


TENT LIGHTS, PAST AND PRESENT. 


From time to time during the past year or 
so, The Billboard has been publishing very !n- 
teresting articles pertaining to clowns, a great 
number of which have passed to the Great Be- 
yond, and scores of these dispensers of wit and 
humor who yet live, and year after year fur- 
nish amusement in their respective lines of the 
profession, to millions of circus patrons an- 
nually, wntil the readers of The Billboard know 
of the existence of every clown that ever en- 
tered the sawdust ring. 

Now let us devote our attention to men that 
fill other important and responsible positions 
about the show. 

Mr. W. G. Cox selected the show business as 
his vocation when he was but a lad in his 
“‘teens,"’ and is still rendering his services as 
a light man. When he entered the show busi- 
ness it was in the pioneer days when tallow can- 
dies were the only {lluminating product then 
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known to science. Finally some inventor intro- 
duced a light to burn naptha, or gasoline, 
which was composed of a retort, made in the 
shape of a horse shoe, and packed with coke, 
and in order to light it a large pan, bearing 
a handle long enough to avoid the heat it would 
produce, and was placed under the retort. The 
pan was filled with old rags, or waste, the 
waste being saturated with gasoline. Then the 
lighting process was in readiness. At this pe- 
riod of progress we arrived at the conclusion 
that the point of perfection of tent illumin- 
ation had at last been reached Next came the 
cluster light, an invention of M. F, Gale, now 
deceased. 

The Gale light was used successfully for 
twenty-five years, and again we considered that 
nothing would ever take its place. Mr, Gale 
died some ten years ago, and, 
late, his light died about the same time. 


At the present date we are using a light 
which we are positive can never be duplicated, 
yet we have no idea what may be seen in the 
next generation. 

r. Cox is now located in his own home at 
LaGrange, Ind. 

LaGrange is not a town of very great im- 
portance so far as business enterprises are con- 
cerned; however, a commer:ial man stops off 
there occasionally and transacts his business 
between trains, and once in a great while a 
circus manager finds the town on the atlas, and 
“takes a chance on it.’’ 


The man whom this narrative refers to is a 
mechanic, possessing quite a little ability along 
various lines, and at the close of the recent 
tenting season he undertook to build for him- 
self, and without the aid of either carpenter, 
mason, painter, or any other tradesman, a 
house, and now the fruits of his owa labor 
stands out boldly defying all critics. It is a 
bungalow of four rooms, with ceMar, well and 
cistern, 

The hero of this article boasts of the dis- 
tinction of possessing the most unique room 
owned by any trooper. The four walls are cov- 
ered with a papering of post cards collected in 
the past four or five years from all over the 
world, and all are scenic, tastefully arranged. 
The ceiling paper is a collection of cuts and 
photos of cir.us proprietors, managers and 
agents, many received through The Billboard. 
The window curtains are the same as be used 
in front of h's berth on a recent trip through 
the West. And the bed is clothed exclusively 
with Navajo Indian blankets, which represent 
all the colors of the rainbow, and the floor is 
carpeted with Indian rugs. below which is a 
a layer of back numbers of The Billboard, many 
several years old. And right here Mr. Cox is 
proud to relate that he has missed but very few 
issues of The Billboard since its first publica- 
tion, and the reason given for missing these 
few is that by reason of his detng in some re 
mote quarters where it could not be procured. 

Should any ‘‘trouper’’ have occasion to come 
this way during the ‘‘hibernating’’ season, they 
will always find the latch key of the ‘‘Cox bun- 
@alow’’ hanging out, and he is always ready 
to share his hospitality with “old time show 
folk.’’ w.

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RING BARN GOSSIP 


Items of News Contributed by Performers, Agents, Managers and 
Divers Circus Employees, Pertaining to Their Winter Engage- 
ments and Plans for the Impending Season 


Since the closing of the 1911 season, the win 
ter-quarters of E. G, Smith’s Colossal Shows 
have been refitted to accommodate the housing 
of the enlarged show. A new animal barn. 
40x60, bas been built, and permanent cages to 
keep the wild animals in during the winter 
months, erected therein, also a heating plant 
installed. The show will be just double its 
former size when the season opens. An entire 
line of canvas for both big top and annex and a 
new line of banners will be in evidence, Most 
of the people have been engaged for next season. 
Clayton Grobe will be general agent, with two 
billposters; George R, Taylor, second agent and 
lithographer; Harry Elias, local contractor and 
adjuster; George H. Irving, manager of annex: 
- J. Rav Dee, equestrian director; Charles Al! 
spaugh, boss hostler; Slim Hicks, assistant; 
George Purcell in charge of ring stock; Ed. 
Thires, general superintendent: Ed. Moss, in 
charge of side show canvas; Charles A. Ward, 
principal clown, will have a’ new line of en 
trees. DeCleo and Ortello will be one of the 
aerial features. Ray Dee in his sensational 
wire act, will open his ninth season with this 
show. The opening date has been slated for 
April 27, at Atwater, 0. The show will not 
lay over its old territory but will be found 
m an entire new section of the East. 


Following is a brief history of the show people 
who are now in the employ of Barrett and Zim- 
merman during the winter months, and the po- 
sitions they occupy at the Midway Stables: Max 
Zimmerman is employed as head salesman, and 
is in charge of the publicity department. Mr. 
Zimmerman’s show history dates back to 1884 
during the time that the dime museum business 
was in full blast, when he was a manager and 
lecturer. In 1890 he owned a half interest in 
the Hurlburt and Zimmerman Shows; in 1892, 
Snyder & Zimmerman’s Colossal Colored Carnival: 
1893, Coup, Snyder and Zimmerman’s Combined 
Shows; 1898 and 1899, Bartholew’s Equine Para- 
dox, and many other amusement enterprises 
since then. Erne Houghton is general superin- 
tendent and boss foreman at the stables. Mr. 
Houghton’s career dates back to 1881, Henry 
(Apples) Welsh is Houghton’s assistant. Frank 
Rooney, a Ringling man, has charge of the ring 
stock. Bill Moore (Animal Bill), has charge of 
the animals. Tom Bohn is also employed at the 
stables. 

Fairbury. Nebr.. the winterquarters of the 
Campbell Bros.’ Shows for many seasons, is 
feeling the drop in business that the town form- 
erly enjoyed when the circus wintered there. 
The Commercial Club of that town recently dis- 
cussed the advisability of having them return, 
so it is said, and the Campbell Brothers may 
return next winter, and house their show there 
until the season of 1913 opens. Having been of- 
fered good propositions by the commercial clubs 
of other cities, and having no consideration from 
the Fairbury people when the latter should have 
made extra efforts to keep them there, ig the 
main reason for the show not returning to spend 
the winters in Fairbury as has been the old 
custom, 

Buck Conner’s Texas Wild West will leave 
El Paso, Tex., on March 2 for a tour of the 
Southern States. Conner has Rangers Moore, 
Webster, Croon and Doris, Rurales Durantes, 
Frillos, Reyes and Feleo of Mexico. Senorita 
Morias, Mexican lady roper, and Miss Jane 
Bernoudy, the celebrated American cowgirl, 
and her wild bunch. Miss Bernoudy won fame 
at Cheyenne, Wyo. Conner’s band of eight 
Mexicans from Banda Guardia in ropa chdra, is 
one of the novelties of the day. They were at 
the Pan-American Exposition, Buffalo. 

Painting and repairing is going on at the 
quarters of Lucky Tull’s Wild West and Dog 
and Pony Show at Grand Saline, Tex. Blackie 
Murray, boss canvasman, has a spread of new 
canvas. The big top will be an 80 with two 
40's, the horse tent 30x70. The show will carry 
twelve trained ponies, two trick mules, a 
troupe of twenty-five trained dogs, ten head of 
bucking horses, six cowboys, four clowns, thirty- 
four head of mules for baggage stock. The 
Tull Show changed quarters from Canton to 
Grand Saline, 

The H. W. Freed Dog and Pony Show will 
Open as usual the first week in May at Niles,

People 
engaged at present include Charles Aluerfer 
and family, aerialists and rolling globe; Homer 
J. Whitmarsh, clown; Orvie Draper, trapeze, 
and Clarence Walters, hand balancing and con- 
tortion.

THE VENDETTA. 


The stage setting for the last act in a grew- 
some tragedy which thrilled the spectators with 
horror and marked ‘“‘finis’’ to a history of 
feudal vengeance, was the interior of the Yan- 
kee Robinson big top, at the evening perform- 
ance in Madill, Okla., one day last fall. 

Madill is located not far from the Texas 
state line and is noted, even in Oklahoma for 
the frequent occurrence of ‘‘gunplays’’ in its 
streets. It is yet in the ‘“‘wild and woolly”’ 
class, and while the majority of the population 
is law-abiding and deplore this fact, a minor- 
ity of reckless, irresponsible BAD men, de- 
spising the restraining influences of state and 
municipal edicts, are always in evidence. 

The two principals, actors, in the tragedy we 
tell of, men of the class of ‘‘gun-toters’’ both 
armed with automatic revolvers of the latest de- 
sign, and either possessed of physical courage 
that never knew a tremor. They had long been 
enemies, an old grudge, the origin unknown, 
had never been settled only because occasion 
and opportunity had never offered. 

The town’s peaceful element had long known 
of the bitter feeling between them and felt that 
it would be only a question of time until the 
mutual hatred would be stifled in the heart’s 
blood of one or both of the grim men, who day 
after day gums on hip, passed along the streets 
of the little burg. 

A circus in the South draws the people from 
miles in every direction and the day we showed 
Madill the streets were densely packed at an 
early hour. Oklahoma is nominally prohibition, 


but ‘bootleg’? whiskey can always be obtained 
and that day the local officers had their hands 
| full in taking care of the contingent who under 
| Its influence were disposed to run things. The 
matinee drew a good house, but at night the 
big top was filled to its capacity. The show 
people were nervous and uneasy, especially as 
the sheriff had whispered at the front door that 
an extra force of officers would be detailed for 
the night show, to look out for the rowdy ele- 
ment. Nothing, however happened to prevent 
the thorough enjoyment of the program by the 
large audience until the last number had swung 
to its close, and holders of concert tickets were 
pressing through the out-going crowd to secure 
seats in front of the platform. 


Then the closing act in the tragedy The 
two men came face to face in the rush just 
at the end of the first reserve seat section 
Not a word was spoken by either, but both drew 
the deadly automatic, then came the whip like 


snap of the guns, and both men, dead at the 
first fire, fell within three feet of each other. 
The panic that overtakes a big crowd swept 
like fire through dry grass: screams of women 
and children, the hoarse cries of men, an 


eddying rush of a mob—and then only the small 
crowd gathered about the bleeding victims 
Circus workingmen bus~ in the flickering light 
of the flares and ground torches as they hur- 


ried the work of loading. The two men lay 
cold and still in the shadow of the sidewall 
“with their boots on.’’ The feud was closed, 
the vendetta a.

Capt. Joseph G. Ferari Plans Carnival for Season of 1912 Which 
Will Rival in Splendor His Own and Other Former Gor- 


geous Amusement Companies—Miscellany 


There ean be no denying the fact that since 
Captain Joseph G. Ferari gave his initial per- 
formance under his: individual name in Boston, 
Mass., six years ago—which was the first season 
following the parting of the Ferari Brothers 
Shows United-—be has gained a reputation sec- 
ond to none. During the past few seasons there 
have been many demands made upon him by fair 
and park managers to fill conflicting dates. 

Winter quarters for the shows are uraintained 
in widely separated sections of the country. At 
Richmond, Va., with a building eighty feet wide 
by two bundred and ten feet long, are the wagons, 
rebuilding, re-shaping and general construction 
departments. Here it is that all the new pata 
phernalia is being built. Peyton Lawson, acting 
as mechanical draughtsman and master mechanic, 
is directing the work of cabinet makers, car- 
penters, blacksmiths and wagon builders. Thomas 
Gordon, following the plans and specifications 
drawn by Cajpt. Ferari, is superintending the 
building of the Front Royal. This is a new de- 
parture from tae old style fronts; its general dl- 
mensions are seventy-five feet’ in length by six- 
teen feet in width over-all, twenty-three feet 
high. The scenics on the front are direct imports 
from England end are magnificent in design, tone 
and color effect. More than five hundred vari 
colored incandescent lamps will illuminate the 
front. Special attention has been directed to 
placing the Ferari Mammoth *Mechano-Electric 
Gaviola Parisian Orchéstrelle. This is a monster 
in size, in tone volume equal to six ordinary 
brass bands. , 

The animals are wintering at Woodside, Long 
Island, in the training buildings on the farm of 
the well-known importer, Louis Ruhe. Delivery 
was made during January by Mr. Ruhe to Capt. 
Ferari of one of his recent purchases, four Nu- 
bian lions. Work has begun in casting these 
animals for a part in an arena playlet, demon 
strating the biggest effect ever attempted—lions, 
tigers panthers, jaguars, leopards, black and 
Russian bears, lamas and hyenas performing sim- 
ultaneously. Capt. Ferari has purchased, and 
due to arrive early in March, two large grous 
of India leopards and South African lions. . These 
will be put to work immediately upon their ar- 
rival, making a total of twelve acts. For con- 
servation of time the animals will be grouped 
into seven acts, including, of course, the well- 
known ponies. The large combination group re- 
ferred to will be shown by England’s champion 
lady wild animal-trainer, formerly featured with 
Bedell’s Circus, Madame Roselle DeAngelis; Capt. 
Reverro will show seven lions; Mile. DeWent, 
five lions; Ricardo with a group of leopards and 
jaguars, and wiil exhibit the season’s sensation, 
Capt. Ferari's leopard, Sport. Laddie, the talk- 
ing horse, will also be shown, including Black 
Prince, the urtamable lion and the troupe of 
educated ponies. 

The probabilities are that an automobile, an 
auto-calliope and an auto-lion den will be added 
to the show.

The indictments returned are the first charges 
the government ‘has ever made for the rebating 
of passenger fares, and are considered import- 
ant by the government officials. 

Large sums of money are said to have been 
involved in the alleged rebating. It is asserte: 
that during the theatrical season of 1909-10, Hy 
nicka was paid $9,202 by the roads, and durin: 
1910-11, $9.677. During 1909-10, the Federal 
investigators allege Fennessy received $8,064. 

The Federal act, which is alleged to have 
been violated, provides a penalty of a fine of 
not more than $5,000 for a corporation, and a 
fine of not more than $5,000 or imprisonment 
of not more than two years, or both, for « 
person guilty of such violation, 

Discovery of the supposed system to evade 
the law was made by the division of inquiry 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission,
